Following n dlscUflBlon of the matter, it waa the sense of the Council that It wan to tho boat interest

of tho City that the foregoing offer of said Woodward Manufacturing Company carrying with it certain re-

strict lone, be declined,

Tho City Engineer was Instructed to proceed with the removal of the old street oar rails from llth

Street, provided a permit for the replacement of the pavement can be secured front the War Production Board*

the railfl so removed to be salvaged for the Scrap Iron Drive*

Or* Conway T* Wlmrton and W. 3. long, representing tho International Council of Churches, came before

the Council and requested tho issuance of a proclamation by the Mayor, proclaiming tho week of September 27

to October U as 11ATIGHAL HELiatOUS EDUCATION WEEK.
